Sugar Acreage Is 
Wide Open In 1962 


The Deparment of Agricujture 
has announced that no restrictions 
on acreage of sugarcane for the 
1962-crop will be imposed. O. P. 
Mcarthur, State Executive Direct- 
or for Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, states 
that the announcement was made 
at this time in order that growers 
of sugarcane for sugar may make 
orderly plans. 

This the third successive year 
that no restrictions have been im- 
posed, according to McArthur. As 
a result of lifting the restrictions 
in 1959, a major expansion in the 
Mainland Sugarcane Area (Louis- 
| iana and Florida) has resulted. The 
tonnage available for harvest this 
season is about 32 percent great- 
er than last season. 

In announcing that no restric- 
tions would be applied in.1962, the 
Department warned that the major 
expansion which is taking place 
will probably result in the need for 
applying acreage restrictions on 
the 1963-crop even though a ma- 
terial iricrease in the marketing 
quota for the Mainland Cane Area 
is provided by new sugar legisla- 
tion. 

Sugarcane for sugar is produced 
in Glades, Hendry, Indian River, 
and Palm Beach Counties, Florida. 
Two new sugar factories begin op- 
erations this fall in Florida and 
several more new factories intend 
to operate by late 1962. Prior to 
this time, the only Florida factories 
were located at Clewiston, Okee- 
lanta, and Fellsmere.

| In Tuesday's school trustee elec- 
tion, A. R. Harrington of Canal 
Point was re-elected without op- 
position. He tallied 4.129 vates. 
Larry Myers of Lake Worth won 
his race by the skin of his teeth 
when he defeated T. F'. Wyatt by 
‘la vote of 3189 to. 2988. Jimmy 
Nemec went down’in defeat'at the 
hands of G. Ray Sparks in West 
Palm Beach, The vote was 4107 to 
2743. 

Voters overwhelmingly turned 
down a three-mill special tax levy 
for building new classrooms. 

In a light turnout vote—only. 
8,000 of 89,000 eligible citizens cast 
theit ballots — the electors picked 
as school trustees A. Roswell Har- 
rington, Lawrence W. Myers and G. 
Ray Sparks, ¢ 

But the most significant result 
of the election was failure to ap- 
prove the three-mill levy, which 
would have provided a fund with 
which to buy new school sites, build 
new schools and classrooms and 
pay for their maintenance. 

Howell Watkins, county super- 
intendent of Schools, said money 
for the badly needed additional 
schoolrooms can't be made up in 
some other manner, such as, bor-* 
rowing from another account. 

“It means we're going to have 
more double sessions,” hé said. He 
said there was a, possibility the 
school board may miss out on state 
matching funds because, of the de- 
feat of the tax levy. i 

The five-mill levy for the dis- 
trict! support and maintenance fund 
was approved, 3,053 votes to 850, 
with only one precinct not counted. 
Forty-eight precincts voted in the 
election.
